ber of times a certain district has been 
struck with hail, Districts which have 
been remarkably immune from hail are 
offered preferential rates as low as four 
per cent., while districts which have 
had fairly numerous losses are charged 
as high as eight and a half cents. 
While on the average the municipal 
rate is lower than the rate charged by 
private companies the latter give a 
rather higher indemnity,*ranging from 
$6 to $10 as compared with the muni- 
cipal rate of $6. 

In 1913 the ten private” insurance 
companies doing business in the pro- 
vince collected premiums amounting tu 
$800,000 and paid out for losses $210,000, 
the losses being 30 per cent, less than 
the amount received from premiums.

Conference Called to Stand- 
ardize Insurance Com- 
pany Relations, 


The work of the Insurance branch of 
the Alberta -government. is growing 
irapidly anda considerable revenue Is 
expected from the fees paid this year 
by the companies licensed to business 
in the province, 

An effort is being made to bring the 
insurance legislation of the four west- 
ern provinces into uniformity and to 
this end the heads of the insurance de- 
partments of Alberta, Saskatchewan, 
Manitoba and British Columbia will 

neet for a joint conference about the 
middle of May. R, lL. Nicholson, who is 
in charge of the Alberta Insurance 
branch has just returned from Calgary 
where the suggestion for uniformity 
was informally discussed, 

Mr. Nicholson states that there ts 
much to be said in favor of uniformity 
in the insurance legislation of the four 
prairie proyinces, Uniformity would 
make the position of the insuring pub- 
Me plainer and the enforcement of the 
act should be rendered easier and give 
less room for dissatisfaction on the 
part of insurance companies. Insur- 
ance companies, as well as the general 
public, will be invited to set forth 
thelr views before those officially re- 
presenting the provincial departments 
of insurance at the Calgary conference. 

168 Insurance Companies. 

Alberta has 168 licensed insurance 
companies operating at the present 
time and the number is gradually in- 
creasing. The majority of the firms 
doing business are catering for fire 
insurance, 

It is interesting to note in connec- 
tion with the recent declaration of a 
five and a half cent rate for municipal 
hail insurance that the rates of private 
companies range from six to eight cents 
per acre, Many of the companies 
grade their risks according to the num- 
ber of times a certain district has been 
struck with hail. Districts which have 
been remarkably immune from hail are 
offered preferential rates as low as four 
per cent. while districts which have 
had fairly numerous losses are charged 
as high as eight and a half cents, 
While on the average the municipal 
rate is lower than the rate charged by 
private companies the latter give a 
rather higher indemnity,*ranging from 
$6 to $10 as compared with the muni- 
cipal rate of $6. 

In 1913 the ten private insurance 
companies doing business in the pro- 
vince collected premiums amounting tu 
$300,000 and paid out for losses $210,000, 
the losses being 80 per cent, less than 
the amount received from premiums,

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THE STREET RAILWAY DEFICIT; 
WHERE IT CAME FROM 

While three is no use crying over spilled milk, and while the 
“I told you so” attitude is rightly considered churlish, it is neverthe- 
less interesting to note the completeness of the confirmation furnished 
by the street railway report of the commissioner of operation of the 
wisdom of the stand taken by the Capital at the time of the amal- 
gamation agreement upon the matter of street railway extensions. 

When the amalgamation agreement was under consideration 
the Capital alone raised the contention that the makers of the agree- 
ment had no right to project into that agreement any provision for 
extensions to the street railway. 

In the consultation leading up to this agrement, as will be re- 
membered by all who followed the progress of events at that time, 
the street railway superintendent was not consulted, but extensions 
were provided for without even his knowledge and without taking 
into consideration whether these extensions would be detrimental to 
the success fo the street railway or not. It was urged by those who 
saw the agreement through other than real estate eyes that the 
arrangement by which the system was compelled to install lines 
through vacant territory, which had not even the advantage of the 
other utilities to make it habitable, would certainly entail a very large 

‘loss upon the system, and one which would create a large deficit 
for a long time, at least until the territory thus served had become 
colonized. 

Now cones the report made by Commissioner Chalmers to the 
operation committee of the city council in which he recommends that 
the five cent fare be adopted. In this report is one paragraph which 
Illustrates the crux of the whole difficulty and suggests the remedy. 

Here is the paragraph: 

The Amalgamation Agreement placed upon us the immediate 
construction of the Bonnie Doon line from Third Street East along 
Whyte Avenue, and north on Eleventh Street East; on Main Street 
S. to Sixth Avenue South, and along Sixth Avenue S., westerly to 
Eleventh street West. All of these extensions have been a dead 
load up to the present and will be for some years. 

It costs us ovr $40 per day to operate a car, while the returns 
for the first week in April of this year show only two routes that

TODAY IN: DOMINION 
HISTORY, 


There was wild excitement in Mon- 
treal 65 years ago today, when it be- 
came Known that Lord Elgin, the zov- 
ernor-general, had signed the rebellion 
losses bill. Before the ink was dry a 
|big mob was gathered about the par- 
lament buildings and assailed the gov- 
ernor with epithets, threats and mis- | 
siles as he drove away. Within a short 
time the news that Lord Elgin had as- 
sented to the measure had spread over 
the clty and tho rage of the opponents 
of the bill knew no bounds. The vicin- 
ity of parliament house was quickly oc- 
cupled by @ shouting, angry mob, and 
there were not long content with vocal 
demonstrations against the government, 
Ereaking their way into the parlia- 
ment buildings, they drove tho mem- 
bers out and applied the torch, The 
government edifices, with all their val- 
uable records, were soon smoking ruins, 
The bill which aroused such frenzied 
opposition provided for the indemnifl- 
cation of partics in Lower Canada 
whose property was destroyed during 
the rebellion in 1887 and 1838," and ap- 
pointed a commission to investigate 
claims, for the settlement of which tho 
sum of £100,000 was appropriated.

Marconl, Wizard of Wireless, 
Passes Fortieth Milestone 


Guglielmo Marconi, the wizard of 
wireless, will pass his fortieth mile- 
stone today, and among those who will 
join in showering congratulatinns upon 
the great inventor will doubtless be 
numbered many of the 38,000 or more 
people whose lives have been saved by 
his epochal discovery. The man whom 
the British Royal Academy of Sciences 
called “greater than Columbus,” and 
at 21, discovered the principles of 
wireless telegraphy, was born in Bol- 
ogna, Italy, April 5, 1874. Italian and 
Irish blood mingles “in his veins, for 
his mother was a native of the Em- 
erald Isle, and his children are more 
Irish than Itallan, as the inventor mar- 
ried the Hon. Beatrice O’Brien, daugh- 
ter of the thirteenth Baron Inchiquin, 
descendant of that greatest of Irish 
kings, Brian Boru, who was killed in 
battle nine centuries ago this month. 

When he was a student at the Unt- 
versity of Bologna, young Marconi sat 
one day by a pond, and idly tossed a 
pebble Into the still water. He ob- 
seryed the waves widening all round, 
and out of that experience came the 
germ of his great idea—that sound 
flung in the air would make waves 
corresponding to those made by pebble 
in the water. 

It {s expected now that he has 
reached the forty mark, that Marconi 
will be honored by election to the 
Italian senate. He was elected over 
a& year ago, but was prohibited from 
taking his seat because of the pro- 
vision that an Italian senator must be 
not less than 40 years of age. 

The wireless telephone is Marconi’s 
latest achlevement. For several years 
the wireless king has been at work on 
the problem of radlo-telephony, and 
recently announced that it is now 
practically solved." Already wireless 
telephonic conversations have been 
carried on between land stations 1,700 
miles distant from each other, and be- 
tween ships separated by 40 miles of 
sea, 

Mr. Marconi recently scored another 
important victory when a United 
States federal court upheld the yalid- 
ity of all the patents filed at Wash- 
ington by the inventor and his asso- 
clates. Mr, Marcont attended the 
the hearings of.this sult to establish 
his patents rights, and on the witness 
stand told of the development of his 
invention from a toy to an internation- 
al means of communication which has 
saved thousands of lives at sea and 
which is capable of sending messages

The first application of the namo 
America to the New World was made 
in a book entitled “Introducto Cosmo- 
graphioe,” by Matthias Ringemann, a 
German poet, which was published at 
St. Die, Lorraine, 407 years ago today, 
April 26, 1507. On the same day the 
heads of the Vostian college of St. Die 
|met and discussed the book, and all 
lthe savants agreed that América 
would be the most appropriate name 
for the newly discovered country 
across the-ocean, It was pointed out 
that Americo Vespruce was the first 
to set foot on the mainland, while 
Columbus on his first voyage had 
visited only some unimportant islands, 
Americo’s account of his voyage was 
also the first to be published, so that 
he gained a temporary pre-eminence 
over Columbus in the minds of his con- 
temporarfes, As a result of Ringe- 
mann's suggestion, the name of Amer- 
ica was generally adopted by the geo- 
Braphers and sayants, Within a few 
months Martin Waldsentueller de- 
signed the first map on which the 
name “Amerika” appeared. This map, 
still in existence is four by elght feet 
in size and was also published at St. 
Die, The house where the savants as- 
sembled and christened America still 
stands and {s an object of interest to

The American club wags attacked and 
several stores were sacked with a loss 
estimated at 50,000 pesos. Consul Can- 
ada sald the refugees reported the Am- 
erican colony well organized for de- 
fense, All forelgners had concentrat- 
ed to withstand any attack, They are 
well guarded but fear an attack of 
overwhelming mobs. On Tuesday all 
business houses in the capital were 
closed and the streets were filled with 
disorderly crowds. 

Refugees reported that prior to April 
22nd, the Huerta sovernment had been 
conscripting soldiers, procuring 20,000 
by forcible conscription in Mexico City 
on Sunday, Monday and Tuesday, 

On April 22nd, it was Stated” Mext- 
cans begun to volunteer for service, 

Officials Are Worried. 

Officials of both the war and navy 
departments were concerned tod&y over 
the report from Vera Cruz that a small 
Mexican force was prepared to blow 
up the railroad bridges between Vera 
Cruz and Mexico City. Several of the 
bridges could not be replaced and tem- 
porary provision for getting trains by 
them would be impossible, 

The plans of the navy and war de- 
partments for possible operations ou 
of Vera Cruz, hinge on the possession 
of the railroad and it was feared they 
would be seriously hampered if the 
bridges were destroyed. 

The nayy department believes that 
an expedition out of Vera Cruz along 
the railroad could ensure the safety 
of the bridges but it is pointed .out 
that this would be an act of war.

Montreal reports generally d{isap- 
pointing conditions both wholesale and 
retail trade ir.practically all lines be- 
Ing low with the feeling gradually 
erowing that t' re will be Httle im- 
provement unt.l “ll, The movement 
of dry goods clotning and footwear 1s 
not up to normal and the demand for 
millinery is quiet. There {s, however, 
the fair distribution of staple groceries 
and hardwares, paint and glass are go- 
ing free into consumption. 

Improvement is slow in appearing at 
Quebec and business generally tends 
to quietness, Trade in wholesale lines 
proved to some extent at Toronto this 
week, a more optimistic feeling being 
created by better weather after thelr 
sorting demand being noted for dry 
gcods and millinery and retail trade 
has been comparatively satisfactory. 
Building material, hardware paints and 


oils are in sensonable request anda 
there is a moderate business being 
transacted in groceries. 

Conditions at Hamilton have im- 


proved with the appearance of more 
favorable weather and the increase in 
out-door work has benefitted retail 
trade, 

Reports from the far west are gen- 
erally favorable, the leading depart- 
ment stores at Winnipeg experiencing 
a substantial increase {n the demand 
for all kinds of commodities notably 
ladies' dress goods, finished gowns, 
cloaks and millinery while wholesalers 
report country business fn all staple 
lines good. ‘There is a steady demand 
for all kinds of merchandise at Re- 
gina with builders material, sand sup- 
plies in especially active request. 

Traders at Moose Jaw report a gen- 
erally optimistic feeling and there ts 
a brisk movement of staple merchan- 
dise, 

Falr progress is being made at Cal- 
gary, building operations comparing 
favorably with those of a year ago, 

Gross earnings of the Canadian rail- 
ways reporting to date for two weeks 
of April show a falling off of 10.5 per 
cent as compared with the earnings of 
the same roads for the corresponding 
period a year ago. Commercial failures 
in the dominion this week numbered 
40 as against 80 last week and 46 the 
same week last year,

Company May Build Inn at 
Jasper—Rapid Progress 
on Hotels, 


(Special to the Capital.) 

Winnipeg, April 25.— Morley Donald- 
80n, vice-president and general mana- 
ser of the Grand Trunk Pacific, after 
returning from a complete inspection of 
the line from Winnipeg to Prince Ru- 
pert, announces that the company hopes 
to operate a through service from 
Winnipeg to the Pacific terminus about 
the middle of September. 

A regular service through to Prince 
Put George, which is bound to be the large 
city between Edmonton and Prince 
Rupert, will be placed in operation tn- 
side of 20 days. The bridge across the 
Fraser river at this point will be com- 
pleted in about 12 days, while ballasting 
operations are being rushed on the line 
between McBride and Prince George. 
Five steam shovels and large gangs of 
men are working both east and west of 
Prince George, and every effort is be-
